Her bodily 6ye grew microscopic, but 
her spiritual vision was ehjgxged, and saw into the 
elements of things, and the hidden springs^of ac¬ 
tion. Hence a shy, secluded little woman describes 
nature as if she had always been accustomed to 
live in the midst of the most lovely and opulent 
scenery, and moves our mind with something of 
the mighty power of Shakspeare, when she lays 
bare the abysses and spiritual forces of moral char¬ 
acter. Even in her most vivid and realistic writ¬ 
ings there is this intense subjeetiveness. 

The best criticism ever made upon her novels, it 
seems to me was Ibis —that her characters did not 
converse like human beings, but that their conver¬ 
sation was in fact their thoughts ; it was thinking 
aloud. 

I afterward saw Madame Heger’s school in 
Brussels, where Charlotte and her sister resided 
for a time. Even that seemed to be a dull, shut- 
in-spot, as it were down in a pit. Intellectually 
speaking, she was a vine always to be kept pruned 
close by the husbandman, that she might bring

TEE HOME OF CHARLOTTE BRONTE. 


Keighly (pronounced “Keatley”) has been 
chiefly made known to us from its proximity to 
Haworth, Charlotte Bronte’s home. When did we 
ever hear or think of it before ? Yet it is one of 
those important and swarming manufacturing 
places that made the power and wealth of Eng¬ 
land ; and, as I arrived on pay-day afternoon, the 
streets were thronged with thousands of factory 
people, bearing the hard and independent stamp 
of West Biding weavers, described so vigorously 
in Shirley. In the dull and up-hill ride of four 
miles to Haworth, shut in most of the way by high 
stone walls instead of the usual green hedges, I 
could not but think of those two feeble sisters, 
struggling along afoot over this dreary road, in the 
thunder storm, on their way to Keighly to take 
the London train for the purpose of proving to 
their publisher their actual and separate identity. 
We passed several great stone mills that might have 
been very well used for fortresses. 

Haworth was pointed out with its gray tower, 
near the summit of a very high hill, and at its 
hack swept away north the rolling, dismal moor¬ 
lands, without the sign of a human habitation. A 
month later and these moors would be gorgeous 
with heather blossoms. After passing a few strag¬ 
gling houses we began to ascend that long, steep, 
paved street of Haworth, now become so well 
known. What a steaming, scrambling pull of it! 
At the top waslthe Black Bull Inn. Its little parlor 
was well enough, hut its sleeping apartments were 
frowsy and dirty, for probably few people “over¬ 
night ” there, as the Germans say. 

Just at the left of the inn, within a step or so, 
through a tall iron gate, was the populous cemetery 
of the church. The church itself is a plain stone 
building, less interesting, architecturally, than 
English village churches usually are. The tower 
is evidently of very ancient date, with a modem 
body pinned upon it. All was hard, weather-wom 
stone, with nothing green or smiling; there was 
not a tuft of grass about the churchyard. 

I could not help glancing at the “Parsonage,” 
looking over the edge of thetable'd graveyard ; but 
I hastened into the church, and was seated in the 
Squire’s pew near the pulpit, hung with faded green 
baize. 

Mr. Nicholls preached from John v. 1. He is a 
dark-complexioned man, rather thin, with black 
hair and beard. It was a short, practical sermon, 
and the tones of his voice, especially in the ser¬ 
vice, were grave and pleasant, and, as I conceived, 
with a touch of sadness. The plaintive “litany ” 
seemed never more appropriate. It was a gusty 
day of rain and shine, but its general complexion 
was melanoholy. 

The old pews within were so dull and brown, the 
old tombs outside were so still and sad, and the roar 
and dashing of the storm at times were so dismal, 
that the sins, conflicts, and sorrows of life would 
have been the sermon preached to one’s heart, had 
the preacher charmed never so sweetly. 

I saw the pew, and the comer of it, where Char¬ 
lotte used to sit; and the new white marble tablet 
on the wall, erected to her memory, and that of her 
mother, four sisters, and brother. Its Scriptural 
motto was from 1 Cor. xv. 56, 57. The victory was 
soon gained after all, for the authoress of “Jane 
Eyre” and “Shirley” was only thirty-nine when 
she died. I was also shown the register of her 
marriage, and her autograph in the church records. 
And here she was married, and her stem old father 
was not even present to give her away. 

Without intending or seeking it, I was invited, 
as a stranger, to ball upon Mr. Bronte, for a few 
moments during the intermission. I went through 
a high-walled yard at the back of the house, around 
to the front, through a small flower-garden (rather 
run to waste now), and was shown by “ Martha” 

into Mr. Bronte’s study. 

Mr. Bronte met me with real kindness of man¬ 
ner hat with something of the stateliness of the 
old’ school. His hair, worn short, was white as 
driven snow ; his ample cambric cravat completely 
covered his chin ; and his black dress was of the 
most scrupulous neatness. He has been called 
handsome, bat that he never could have been. He 
has strong, ragged, even harsh features, with a 
high wrinkled forehead, and swarthy complexion : 
and his eyes are partially closed, for he is almost 
blind He said he was indneed to invite me to his 
house, though he saw very little company, because 
he learned I was an American, and he thought 
much of America, 

Our conversation was chiefly upon religious 
topics, and he wished to be informed about the 
great-spiritual movements which from time to time 
pass over America. He thought that revivals m 
England and Ireland were accompanied by too 
much animal excitement; yet he believed in their 
reality. He spoke of Roman Catholicism, and said 
that he had seen enough of it, as he was an Irish¬ 
man. He spoke of education in England—that it 
was all the fashion just now ; but I could not help 
thinking that the conservative, granite-minded old 
“ Helstone ” looked upon .* great deal of it as sen¬ 
timental and superficial. He struck me as being 
naturally a very social man, with a mind loud of 
discussion, and feeding eagerly on new- ideas in 
spite of his restive. My call was necessarily qmte 
a short one. I then went into the opposite parlor, 
where his daughters used to sit and write. There 
was Charlotte’s portrait, with those large dark eyes, 
square impending brow, and sad, unsmiling mouth. 
Bran well Bronte’s medallion likeness hung oppo¬ 
site • and Thackeray’s portrait, “looking past 
her ’’’ as she said, was on the front wall. Her 
books still lay on the table. There was a Bible of 
Wmilvr’s and a mueh-wom copy of Mrs. Gaskell s 
“MaV Barton,” presented by the authoress to 
Mrs Nicholls. This room had rather a pleasant 
lock • but its furnishing was simple to seventy, and 
ife 5 only ornament was a litfle bunch of broom-

PIANO-FORTES. 


The author of “A Night in a Workhouse,” 
which created considerable interest in England at 
the time of its appearance, has published in the 
February number of London Society an account of 
a Saturday evening passed by him in the shop of 
a London pawnbroker. This description is full of 
mournful interest, as our mind wanders from the 
actual scene and follows the retiring guests to 
their homes of misery and vice : “It is a corner 
house, and the shop, which faces the high street, 
is an innocent jeweller’s shop, and nothing more. . 
There are neatly written cards in the window- 
variously inscibed, ‘jewelry repaired,’ ‘watoh- 
glasses fitted,’ ‘ladies’ ears pierced,’ etc. ; so that 
even though one should happen to he seen enter¬ 
ing Mr. Gawler’s shop—nay, even though an in¬ 
quisitive brute should be mean enough to spy 
from outside, and see one hand his ‘ Dent’ to Mr. 
Gawler, and receive in exchange for it a neatly- 
foliled bit of pasteboard—the evidence of the 
pawning would he anything but complete ; watch 
glasses will come to grief, and watch works need 
repair, and it is the commonest thing in the world 
for the watchmaker to give the owner a memoran¬ 
dum, as security for his property.” But it is not 
on watch and trinket pawners that Mr. Gawler 
relies for his business. “Up the street, by the 
side of the innocent-looking jeweller’s shop—a 
longish way up the street—is a mean-looking 
doorway, that might be the entrance to a back 
yard. That it is something more than this, how¬ 
ever, may he at once perceived by the stone 
threshold worn through to the bricks beneath, and 
the doorpost paint-rubbed and grimy of elbow 
grease. This is the poor pawners’entrance.” On 
Saturday night, when the laborers receive their 
pay for the week’s work, this shop becomes a scene 
of unusual activity. Many of the articles pawned 
during the week are redeemed, to be again 
pawned when the earnings of the week shall have 
been expended. In a long line of little boxes the 
applicants stand concealed from view, save their 
hands, which are thrust through small apertures to 
deliver the tickets and receive the goods. “ It 
was an odd sight to see this long row of grimy 
fists and tattered gown and jacket and coat cuffs 
all poked towards the shopman and beckoning 
him coaxingly. Beginning at box number one 
David began the collection of the little squares of 
pasteboard with both his hands, and ‘ hand over 
hand,’ as one may say, with a dexterity only to be 
acquired by constant practice, crying out ‘ Tickets ! 
tickets ! tickets ! ’ all the while. By the time he 
had perambulated* the length of the shop and 
called at all the boxes, he had gathered as many 
tickets as his fists could hold, and at once turned 
to a back counter where stood John (the other 
shopman). The tickets were then sorted and the 
heavier articles brought from the cellar, the 
lighter from the garret, and # jewelry from the 
strong room, and delivered to" the applicants as 
speedily as possible. Redemption was the order 
of the evening ; still there were numerous cases in 
which it was necessary rather by way of barter than 
by ready-money payments. As for instance, Mrs. 
Brown, being a laundress, has found it neeesary to 
pawn the table-linen belonging to one of her cus¬ 
tomers, and not having money at her command to 
redeem the same, she feels it convenient to ‘ put 
away’ the shirts of another custumer, and thus make 
matters square. On Monday she will redeem 
the shirts of customer number two by pawning 
the sheets of customer number three. Or, again, 
as, for instance, the Browns are asked by the 
Greens to come and have a bit of dinner to-mor¬ 
row, and have accepted the invitation ; but Brown 
has made a bad week; has not earned enough, 
indeed, to ‘get out’ his Sunday coat and the 
children’s frocks. Brown is a man who doesn’t 
like‘to look little.’ He won’t want his working 
clothes till Monday, and as they will be from 
home they won’t miss the hearth-rug: Again, there 
are exceptions to the rule altogether. Saturday 
night is a ticklish time for poor mother. No work 
this week—last week—the week before. Not a 
single penny. No dinner to-morrow—no dinner 
on a Sunday! Mother does not care. Father 
does not care—much ; but the children ! It is all 
very well to mb along all the week with bread and 
treacle for the mid-day meal, or, at a pinch, with 
nothing between breakfast and ah 1 early tea,’ but 
it is difficult on Sundays. Everybody has dinner 
on Sunday, even in a "Whitecross street alley; the 
atmosphere is hazy with the steam of ‘ bakings, ’ and 
by 2 o’clock you won’t find a little pinafore that 
is not dinner-stained. ‘It’s of no use,’ says poor 
mother, ‘ a bit of hot dinner must be got somehow. ’ 
So she waits till dusk and then, slipshod in old 
slippers, carries her sound shoes to Mr. Gawler’s 
and places them on the counter. Still, in flocked 
the customers, until there was no more door-slam- 
ming, for the boxes were crammed and brimming 
over into the passage; and the number of ticket- 
grasping fists that threatened over the counter was 
enough to appal any hut such tried veterans as 
Uncle Gawler, and his crew. Then the uproar! 
Small-voiced women, of the better sort, begging 
and entreating of David to take their tickets, at 
the same time pouring into his adder ears the 
various domestic businesses on which their need 
for haste was based. Shrill-voiced women, of the 
worser sort, dirty-faced, bab'-bearing, gin-hic- 
enppy slatterns, brawling, pushing, driving their 
elbows into other people’s eyes, and trampling on 
their feet,*
